Items on the agenda include: 

• Recovery Act Funding. The Board will be discussing and deciding whether to approve the Authority's proposed application 
for American Recovery and Reinvestment Act (ARRA) funding. 

• Public Outreach Contract. Staff will present an overview of the proposals received for the statewide Public Information and 
Communications contract and the results of the selection process for Board review and approval. 

• Metro MOU. Staff will request authorization to enter into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority.

• The Board directed that all Board materials be provided to the public on the Web site. 

• A workshop outlining the different phases of the high-speed rail project (project phasing) was conducted by Chief Engineer

• Executive Director Morshed introduced the new Deputy Director for Communications, Jeffrey Barker.
